NE year ago today the Panama-California Ex- 
position of San Diego was officially opened to 
the world amidst the most impressive as well as 
emocratic demonstration ever witnessed in ihis city. High 
cpresentatives of the national government, emissaries 
rom other lands, noted ecclesiastics, state, county and 
city officials and representatives from nearly a score of 
\er slates look part. Under a cloudless sky and with 
jun that seemed lo bless our undertaking, ihe San Diego j 
xposition. with music, song and eloquence, was given j 
the world. 
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At that time brave promises were made. They have 
been kept- It was said thai ihe Exposition would remain 
open lor an entire year. For 363 days the Exposition 
Beautiful has been the scene of festivity, hospitality and 
sightseeing. The world has poured through the gates 
df our city and wondered at the chaste beauty of our 
Exposition. Distinguished visitors from every part of 
the world have praised our project and have returned to 
their homes with a clearer idea of the vast West and 
with a deep sense of the danng and indomitable spirit 
of San Diego. During the year 1915 San Diego, onlyi 
a few years ago one of the least known cities of the 
^nitcd Slates, played host to the world, and enacted 
lifficult role with a grace and generosity thought 
ile only by national capitals.

The only unkno-n quantity was wa- 
t- r. mill ilm lb** most abundantly wa- 
tered section of California Is the Sac- 
ramento valley, ho established an 
e*prrimentnl rice growing station at 
Rings, in Rutin county. These ex- 




perts experimented 
of rice, finally settling on some half 
dozen varixtie* a* being adapted to 
our soil and climate. 

In 1911 thu first firld of 1G0 acre* 
was plunted. It yielded a crop of 
about 80 bushels to the acre. In 
19X4 We harvested 18,000 acres of 
rice, yielding about 1.000,000 bush- 
els. This year we have Just har- 
vested 30.000 acres of rice, yielding 
over 2.000.000 bushels. There are 
about 800.000 acre* of rice land In 
th.< Sa.-mrner.to valley, and an abun- 
dance of wni«-r available for every 
acre.

100 names on tho pollco payroll, ex- 
clusive of special officers employed 
by private concerns as watchmen of 
sperlal patrolmen. 

Of this number fifty oro rated as 
patrolmen. They work in three 
eight-hour shifts, 7:30 o_ m. to 8:30 
p. m.; 3:80 p. m. to 11:80 p. m. and 
11:30 p. ro. to 7:30 a. m.

AN DIEGO i* a county of rood*. Although tho eounly is 
lurgcT in area thun MnKsiicliuM^ttsl, it* remotest parts can 
be vent lily rruchml hy giih-mlid aiitomobUa highways. Tbi* 

remit was Dot accomplished without almost Herculean labor, for 

tho topography of tin* country i* *urh that obstacle* of every 
imagiuitblQ Kind had to be overcome. 

Th«' roiuK, which in the osrtrrnfate amount to hundred* of 
miles, rliml) mountains, worming their way along ovcrhangin - 
odgee, plungo down Into vaDeys, are carried aeroHH deep canyons 
On modern concrete fyrSdgcs and in many pla«'i.'M mal.'c thrir way 
across I In- disrrls far from human habitation. The country trav- 
ersed by the roada of San Diego county includes' practically every 
kind of Kccnery, from the golden headiest of the Pacific to the 
pine-clad slopes of the Cuyamaejm. Al places the roads run near 
to the snow line, when- they reach an elevation close to 6000 feet, 

irr.uU-fl. thf Cottonwood and Totrero, 
both of thorn mastnrpirroH ol ro*d- 
hull.dlnff. tho traveler is br<uu<ht 
through Fotrcro to Campo, closo to 
Uis border lino and for many years 
seat of the government custom ttr- 
vlcc. North of this point will b-* 
found Morena Lake, ono of Hon Die- 
go's sources of water supply. 

Going east from Camp", tho r"sd 
follows the high mesa Und to Ja- 
cumbtt, nnd then after climbing l«0 
raoro grades, brooks around a bluff 
to ih« now famous Mountain grad* 1 , 
built by clllz'-fis of Sao Diego to 
connect th« city with tho Imperial 
Valley. No more desolate and des- 
perate place can bo Imagined thnn 
tho MoiiDtuIn Springs country and 
tho road built through tin- danger- 
ous canyon Is a distinct triumph of 
the road builder. From this point, 
silll In Sun Diego county, a mngnlfi- 
met view Is obtained of what was 
only a few years ago pronounced a 
hopeless desert, Ihe abode of falluro 
and death, and now one of thn 
flower gardens of th« norlfi. whero 
millions of nrrcM will eventually 
break Into profitable blossom from 
tho Ufc-givlng watern of the Colo- 
rado rlvur — tho Inimitable Imperial 

Valley. 

AU'rlcullurul Sections 

Other sections of the country of- 
fer varied experiences. Tho road 
lhat drops down Into Warner's val- 
ley. In tho not far future destined 
to be another of San Diego's sources 
of water supply. Is a splendid ex- 
ample of road building. From this 
point the tourist can follow tho val- 
ley and out over tho pass on tho 
othor side to tho northeastern, 
reaches of tho county. 

This direction will take him to the 
Patomar mountain, the huicest nmw 
of mountain scenery in the county. 
The traveler may continue his Jour- 
ney westward to the coast at Ocoan- 
stde nnd then down Ihu coast roijto 
to Enclnltas. Del M:ir, La Jollu. 
ocean Heach nnd thy city, or ho 
may turn to the south nnd reach 
the city through Pala nnd Escondldo. 

A oomplete tr>ur of San DU-go 
county, on its splendid roads, would 
involve a Journey of many hundtxxl 
miles, anl practically every Inch of 
the way would be over good muds, 
roads that persons in the liast rarely 
enjoy, roads that will not ruin tlren 
or wreck framework or engine.

The trip Is made 
through the residential section of 
the city, along tho upper curve of 
the bay. through the beautiful Loma 
Porlul residential section, down over 
tho back of tho promontory to 
Ocean Uoach and then along Sunset 
Cliffs to the end of the great jutting 
plvco of land. This trip Is also made 
hy tho street cars, which last year 
Inaugurated what Is known as the 
"Clover Leaf Trip." This excursion 
cume Into Instant favor and thou- 
sands of visitors who wanted to seo 
the country quickly took advantage 
of this opportunity. 

Xaturv's Finest Panorama 

Tho view from tho end of Point 
Loma has been called ono of the 
most beautiful In tho world, and In 
Baedeker's guidebook the place Is 
noted by a triple star to Indicate Us 
importance to the traveler. Tho 
scene Indeed Is one long to bo re- 
membered as tho tourist looks across 
the shimmering sea to where the 
sinking sun marks tho apparent end 
of tho wuter's sway. 

Looking to the oast the sweeps 
across tho narrow entrance to the 
bay. to tho delicate strip of land 
known as the Silver Strand, to Coro- 
nado, where tho hotel dominates the 
scene, and then on over across the 
ovor-placld bay to tho city rising 
nniphlthcattlcnllv. terrace above ter- 
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the flower-covered meva 
i buildings of tho Pannma- 
. Exposition glisten In the 
>r dnule with thousands of 
night Then still farther 
to the range of mountains 
toll north and south, ond- 
!exIco. whero they can be 
>ii« ■ peaks. 

Highways to tho Post 

And the roads of San Diego coun- 
ty fallow In poetic sepuence tho his- 
tory of the county and of tho state. 
Vor Indeed the story of California 
Is not unlike ono of tho legondary 
romances of Die old world. 

Returning from Point Loma the 
road. If one so decides, takes the 
tourist to old Town, whero the story 
of California commences and where 
Is located the famous Kstudlllo 
mansion, said to havo been the mar- 
riage place of Hamona. Leaving 
quaint old town, the road turns 
Mission valley and following tho 
ley soon brings one to tho mis 
first erected by the pudres In 
county. 

Soon after avlng this point tl 
road gradually ascends an easy gr 
until It Heoius to topple Into tho cat 
yon of tho San Dlcgo river. Th 
has been appropriately called tho 
Grand Canyon of California. Visit- 
ors instantly noUce the resemblance 
to tho more famous wonder work of 
nuturo In Arizona. Not far from 
this point Is reached tho mission 
dam, merelv ruins now. built by lh» 
early fathers In 1770 for Irrigation 
purposes This Is said to mark the 
first work of trrlgntl.>n started In 
California. Tho county contnlns two 
other missions. Pala and Ban 
Rey, both of thorn In o good 
of preservation 
reached by tho 
Dlcgo county. 

Climbing the <;rndc* 

Soon tho road runs out Into broad 
lands of alfalfa. whero 
■Ands of cattle graxe, Then 
the tourist through doxens of villa- 
ges, each tho center of some citrus, 
agriculture or vegetable Industry. It 
load! in Its seeming nevor-ondlng 
course through delightful valleys and 
climbs, almost imperceptibly, until 
an elevaUon of 6000 feet Is reached. 

At this point In tho Cuyamncas. 
and there oro a number of such 
points, one of the finest panoramas 
in the world can be obtained. To 
tho rear carf bo seen on clear da>s 
peak aftor peak of lower mountain* 
nnd hills with rich green valleys be- 
tween and to tho east, nearly seventy 
miles away as the eagle files, tho 
d-lleate blue of the Eaiton Sea In 
the midst of the marvelous Imperial 
Valley. Thnt way the country bs- 
comes bare and forbidding 
throws back tho nun with the 
dUdaln of tho desorL 

Leaving the city Id another direc- 
tion and going south towards Mex- 
ico, the road turns sharply eastward
